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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -5 and 7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The applicant's priority papers, which were timely submitted and 
were filed in Japan less than a year before the filing date of the US application, have an 
earlier date than the filing date of Zhou. Therefore the applicant's submission of the 
translation of the Japanese priority papers have overcome the rejection of claims 1-5 
and 7, which were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Zhou et al. 
(6,407,408).
